HICAGO, March 2. — [Exclusive 
Dispatch. Two storms collided 
over Lake Michigan this afternoon 

and as a result Chicago experienced 
the most tempestuous half hour of 
weather in the history of the city. 
One life was lost, several persons were 
injured and property estimated to be 
worth over $100,000 was destroyed and 
then the sun came out and smiled as 
Diandly das if nothing at all unusual 
had happened. 

An unprecedented cannonade was 
kept up by the heavy charged clouds, 
this was supplemented by the musketry 
of hail, while the dusk, which had set- 
tied down over the city ten minutes 
before the furious onslaught of the 
elements, was illuminated every few 
seconds by brilliant flashes of light- 
ning. Meantime the rain tumbled down 
at the rate of an inch of downpour 
& minute, the heaviest fail ever ex- 
perienced here in the same time and 
the heaviest on the weather map 
throughout the country today. 

LIGHTNING KILLS MAN. 


John Moeller, a laborer, employed by 


the Rittenhouse and Embrce Lumber 
Company at Thirty-fifth street and 
Center avenue, was working in the 
Yards of the company when the storm 


of thunder which “#Cmp«nied the 
fatal bolt brought everybody, in the 
offices of the company to the doors 
and Moeller was found lying on his 
face dead. 
During the height of the storm the 
high winds blew over three smoke- 
stacks at the Western Steel Car and 
Foundry Works, One Hundred and 
“hirty-sixth street and the Chicago 
nd Western Indiana Railroad tracks, 
resulting in a property loss of $10,000. 


in The stacks were each 200 feet high 


and of heavy steel. They crashed 
down on the roof of the steel mill of 
the company adjoining the main build- 
ing, and many of the workmen in the 
mill narrowly escaped injury and 
death. 

FIREMEN JUMP SIDEWISE. 

Nine fires were recorded during the 
short duration of the storm. 
most serious caused the destruction of 
St. Stanislaus Roman Catholic Church. 
North Fifty-third court and Beldin 
avenue, Irving Park. 

The church, which was struck by 
lightning, was completely destroyed 
Forty pupils of the Sisters’ school in 
the basement, had just been dismissed 
when the lightning struck the church. 
They were thrown into a wild State of 
terror by the blinding flash. Many of 
them were huddled together on the 
steps when the bolt descended, and 
they rushed out into the rain in a mad 
flight from the danger. 

All business in the city was tempo- 
rarily suspended while the fury of the 
storm, was being vented.

SAN FRANCISCO, Maren 26.—- [Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.) Chief ot Police 
Dinan is to be investigated by the 
grand jury. From the indicted chief, 
down through all grades, the depart- 
ment is to be submitted to the most 
rigid inquisition. Dinan has already 
been Indicted and must stand trial for 
perjury and conspiracy. But the 
eer jury is not yet through with 

m. 

The captains of police will claim the 
attention of the grand jury. after the 
chief has been disposed of. The grand 
jury has evidence to prove that Dinan 
is a most corrupt official:’ that he has 
protected looters who have systemat- 
leally robbed the city, entering base- 
ments and storehouses and boldly steal- 
ing valuable property, to be sold aft- 
erward as junk; that he has shared 
the earnings of every species of pro- 
tected vice and crime. They also claim 
to know how he has divided the profits 
even of prostitution. 

“During the early part of the pres- 
ent investigation.” says Detective Wil- 
liam J. Burns, “we discovered that 
the police department was corrupt and 
inefficient. It harbored and protected 
every form of crime. JThe Chief of 
Pelice had for his special adviser and 
confidant a notorious pickpocket and 
ex-convict, and through this man pick- 
pockets wera licensed to ply their vo- 
cation unmoiested, 

ILLICIT “PROFITS.” 

“Every house of prostitution paid a 
weekly assessment, the revenue from 
one locality alone—Belden Place—net- 
ting the department 38000 a month. 

“For almost every saloon license 
franted by the Board of Police Com- 
mirsioners, the boss, Abe Ruef. col. 
lected from 4 to $2000 as his fee. 
HFvery theater that kept its doors open 
in violation of the building laws, art- 
er the fire, was compelled to pay one- 
third of its proceeds to the boss. 

“Every slot machine netted a special 
graft income to the boss, as did the 
gambling games throughout China- 
town.

Testimony before the grand jury

MINISTER SAYS INSOLENCE HAS 
BECOME UNBEARABLE.

Telis Chamber of Deputies That Ef- 
ficacious Measures Are Necessary 
to Protect National Dignity—wil!l 
Demand Indemnity, Reparation and 
Better Laws. 


(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.] 


PARIS, March 26.—Replying in the 
Chamber of Deputies to interpellations 
upon the subject of Morocco, Foreign 
Minister Pinchon said the situation 
bad become intolerable. The Moors 
were more and more insolent, and et- 
ficacious measures were necessary to 
compel the Sultan to restore order and 
respect French rights! Besides the 
ecupation of Oudja, France would de- 
mand indemnities, reparation and the 
introduction of measures providing for 
the security of foreigners. 

The policy of France was not one of 
erquest. ' De does not expect any 
opposition on the part of any power 
*¢ninst this course. The question 16 
entirely between France and Morocco. 
There is not the slightest reason for 
outside complications. France is not 
fetuated dy ulterior motives. The oc- 
urpose 
of demonstrating to Morocce that she 
cannot flout France with impunity, as 
heretofore France has been extremely 
lenient. 

Besides satisfaction for the murder 
of Dr. Mauchamp and the organiza- 
tien of the Moorish police force upon 
the Algerian frontier, Morocco will be 
den wire. to put to an end the anarchis- 
tic conditions under which the lives of 
foreigners of all nations in Moroccan 
territo-y are constantly endangered. 
France believes that the Sultan will 
yield without any trouble. 

e French government learns with 
satisfaction that Germany recoghizes 
France's right to act in the matter, 
and that it is generally agreed that 
no power is justified in interfering. 

The chamber unanimously adopted a 
resolution of confidence in the govern- 
ment. Private unconfirmed dispatches 
received here state that Gen. Liauter 
has occupied Oudja. 

The French press unanimously appre- 
ciates the eravity of the decision to 
bring the Sultan of Morocco to reason, 
and, without exception, the newspapers 
support the Cabinet determination to 
res tore French prestige in North Af- 
rica by the occupation of Oudja. 

The French column of occupation, 

which is to move on Oudja, will be 
composed of detachments of the sec- 
ond regiment of Spahis, the Second and 
Sixth African Rifles, and a large body 
of Zouaves.

Negro Socialists Cause Battle 
With Muskogee Police. 


Two Officers Are Wounded in 
General Row. 
Other Blacks Dispised Their 
Anarchist Brethren.

MUSKOGEE (I. T.) March 26.—As 
the result of a battle between Federal 
authorities and members of the United 
Socialists’ Club, a society of negro fa- 
natics bearing commissions from a 
Cincinnati detective association, this 
afternoon, Policeman John Coffield was 
seriously shot; Guy Fischer, white, was 
wounded; three negroes were killed 
and two more severely wounded. 

Coffleld was shot while serving a writ 
of ejectment on the members of the 
society who had taken possession of a 
house and refused to pay rent or move, 


declaring their authority was higher | 


than that of the United States. 

The entire city marshal's force was 
called out and attacked the house in 
which the negroes were barricaded, 
killing three. There is no fear of a 
race riot: The other negroes uphold 
the officers’ actions. 

Sam Barker, Elbert Barker, and Wil- 
Ham Scott were the negroes killed. 


Six members of the organization in- |= 


cluding their leader, Will Wright, a 
preacher, are in jail ‘tonight.

Tonight nearly every white man in

The United Socialists lived apart 
from the other negroes and were 
known as “money finders” because it 
was their custom to travel about at 
night and hunt for buried money.

POMONA, March 26.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] Pomona discussed the pro- 
posed purchase of the waterworks for 
£300,000, in mass meeting tonight and 
the opponents of the bond issue had 
a full opportunity to set forth the 
reasons for their opposition. 

J A. Dole explained the reasons for 
issuing a circular against the bond is- 
sue. He said the local dailies had re- 
fused to print anything on that side 
of the question, even as paid matter, 
because they were retained by the wa- 
ter company and admitted that they 
were under contract to keep such mat- 
ter out of their columns. 

Engineers Jones and Olmstead ex- 
pl. ed the water situation and main- 
tained that Pomona could get water 
from no other source than that con- 
trolled by the Consolidated Company. 
Oliwstead declared that water is worth 
$2000 an inch anywhere in Southern 
California, and on that basis the plant 
of the water company was worth more 
than the price asked. 

Ex-City 12 Loucks, who has 
conducted legal fights against the com- 
pany, said he thought the price was 50 
per cent. more than the real value of 
the property, but the price would in- 
crease every year, and he argued that 
it would be worth $100,000 to get rid of 
bss corporation and its activity in pol- 
ities. 

The crucial int evidently was the 
value of the plant. Mr. Cogswell, one 
of the opponents of the bond issue, 
spoke evidently for a large number 
when he declared that he would not 
vote to pay an excessive price as trib- 
ute to the water company. He and 
several other speakers regarded the 
price demanded as a hold-up.

ROADS LOSE FIGHT. 
TAXATION BILL PASSES. 
[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 

OMAHA, (Neb.) March 26.—The pas- 
sage by the Nebraska Legislature to- 
day of the bill for the taxation of rail- 
roads and railroad property in cities 
and villages for local purposes on the 
same basis on which other property is 
taxed, marks the end of a fight that 
began in the Legislature of 1901, and 
has been waged with bitter spirit in 
every succeeding session. It was in- 
augurated by the late Edward Rose- 
water, editor of the Bee. 

The bill will increase the annual as- 
sessment of railroads in Nebraska 
more than $500,000 on their present 
property, to say nothing of vast im- 
provements being made, between 3100, 
000 and $125,000 of which will go into 
the city treasury of Omaha. 

Heretofore railroads have been taxed 
in Nebraska on their track mileage 
only, shops, stations and other ter- 
minal properties almost entirely escap- 
ing taxation. The bill provides that 
the franchise value of roads shall be 
included in the property subject to this 
tax, except that the valuation shall 
be destributed through the State in- 
stead of taxed in the bulk in the local 
community as the tangible property is 
done. 

The bill went to the Governor today 
and wiil be signed by him.

PURE AIR CURES MENINGITIS. 


Salt Lake Physician Advances a New 
‘Method for Cure for Deadly 
Disease. 


That ordinary air is an effective rem- 
edy for cerebro spinal meningitis is 
the substance of a statement made be- 
fore the Sait Lake County Medical so- 
clety at a meeting called to discuss the 
epidemic which has raged in Salt Lake 
since the beginning of tne year. 

The treatment indicated has been 
successfuly employed by Dr. Harry N. 
Mayo in a number of cases. It is 
based-on the knowledge that oxygen 
is fatal to the bacteria which causes 
meningitis. The activity of the bac- 
teria is confined to the spinal column. 

Dr. Mayo, as soon as possible after 
diagnosis, inserts a hypodermic needle 
into the lumbar region of the spinal 
cavity at the top of the ilium and ex- 
tracts ten cubic centimeters of the 
cerebral fluid. He tnen injects three- 
fourths of a grain of cocaine to relieve 
the pain. The injection of three cubic 
centimeters of air completes the treat- 
ment. 

When the conditions have been at all 
favorable this treatment has been fol- 
lowed by recovery, although a long

DEATH VALLEY’S DEPTH. 


Computations of the Geological Sur- 
vey That Take Account of Salton 
Sea, 


Contrary to the generally accepted 
notion, Death Valley, Cal., is not as 
deep as has been supposed, say experts 
of the Geological Survey, wao have 
recently completed a line of spirit level 
through that region. While not giving 
the final computations, they state that 
the preliminary figures show for the 


lowest point a depth of 270 feet below 
sea level. Bennet’s Well, which is near 


this point, is 266 feet below sea level. 
The Geological Sirvey now has ele- 
vation marks on tne highest and low- 
est points of dry land in the United 
States. 

“It is a strange coincidence,” says 


an officia] statement today, “that these 


two extremes are both in Southern 


California and only seventy-five miles 


apart. Mt. Whitney is a foot or two 
over 14.500 feet above sea level, while 
Death Valley, as above stated, is 276 


below. Before the Salton Sink, also in 
Southern California, was nooded by the 
Colorado River, it contained the lowest 
point of dry land in the United States, 
a spot 287 feet below sea level.

posite the name of each prisoner. None 
who wore the badge of shame was al- 
lowed exemption. The only women 
who escaped were a number from the 
Arlington and Belmont, ho left those 
places for their homes shortly before 
8 o'clock in the evening. The French 
women in these houses, for the most 
part, fell into the net, 
This was a different raid from those 
of former days. The woman from the 


lowest dive in the city rubbed elbows 


with her painted sister trom an ex- 
clusive “club.” The woman from Aliso 
street stood patiently at the desk ser- 
geant’s counter beside the handsome 
creature who was the former favorite 
of a high police official, but that 
not save the latter. 

„Five patrol wagons hauled the wom- 
én from their resorts—and these were 
not enough—they had to impress hacks 
and even street cars into service, One 
hundred and fifty patrolmen made the 
arrests. They came promptly at the 
stroke of 11 o'clock, At that hour two

Buys Many Farms 
in River Bottom. 


Yards to Be Extended 
Factories Built. 


and 


Hundreds of acres of land have been 
recently bought by the Southern Pa- 
cific in the river bottom extending 
from just within the city limits along 
the San Fernando road toward Trop- 
ico out beyond the old Hunter ranch. 
For some of his land the railroad has 
paid as high as $1500 an ace. 

The railroad yards will be extended. 

But according to inside information 
this is not all. The rallroad has no use 
for land away out in the river bottom 
to extend its yards to. But this land 
is valuable for the location of factories 
and shops contiguous to railroad fa- 
cilities, and this is said to be the ulti- 
mate use they will be put to. 

The old Hunter ranch was recently 
bought by the Southern Pacific at an 
alleged price of $42,000. The old Chi- 
nese gardens just beyond the city lim- 
its where vegetables have been raise? 
by the industrious Orientals for years, 
has also been gobbled up. The big al- 
falfa field of eight acres extending 
from the present Espee tracks to the 
river proper, through the middie of 
which the city limits run, has also 
been secured, the price said to be $1500 
an acre, 

BUYS HOMESTEAD. 

Then, just within the limits, the acre- 
age of the old Inklis homestead, sur- 
rounded by giant pepper trees, has been 
recently bought. The owner of this 
property reserved the house, which 
will be moved. 

In fact the house is now threatene ! 
with being moved sooner than the owner 
expects, by the river itself, and inci- 
dentally the rullroad company has lost 
during the last heavy rains three acres 
of valuable land.

LDEST PRIEST 
IN STATE DIES.

FATHER UBACH PASSES AWAY AT 
3 SAN DIEGO. 
k — — 
Service of God and Catholic Church 
Ex! ande Over Nearly Half Century. 
His Influence Among Indians Wide- 


spread—Clergy from Many Parts of 
California Will Attend Funeral. 


Rev. Anthony Ubach, the oldest Cath- — 
olle priest of California, if not of the 
Pacific Coast, and for almost half 4 
century in the service of the church 
in this State, died yesterday afternoon 
at 6:30 o’clock at St. Joseph's Sana- . 
torium, San Diego. 

For more than a week Father 
Ubach’s death had been looked for at 
any moment. A week ago he was 
given the last rites of the church by 
his old friend and co-worker, Father 
O’Kieffe, O. F. M., of San Luis Obispo. 
At the time of his death there were 
with him Rev. James Reardon, who has 
been acting pastor at San Diego, and 
Rev. P. Honohan, chaplain of the san- 
atorium. 

Although for the past week Father 
Ubach had been in a comatose condi- 
tion, yesterday he recovered his facul- 
ties to a great degree and greeted his 
friends before he expired. 

Probably no priest since the days of 
the early padres had exerted such a 
widespread influence among the In- 
dians es Father Ubach. For several 
years he had entire charge of the In- 
dians in’ the southern part of the State, 
and besides his parish work at San 
Diego, he visited the Indian settlements 


well as making trips across the border 
into Mexico. His institution of sch 
work among the Indians met wit 
marked success, and he was greatly 
beloved and revered by them.

“BLIND PIGS” FOR A DAY. 


Sixty -six Liquor-selling Places to 
Operate Monday Without Legai 
Right. 


Sixty-six places where liquor can be 
secured, places which have been op- 
erating under county licenses issued 
by the Board of Supervisors, will be 
in operation Monday without legal 
right. 
According to the rules of the Board 
of Supervisors, all county licenses for 
the sale of intoxicating liquors expire 
on the last day of March. 

While there were many applications 
for renewal of licenses on file at the 
Supervisors’ office when this week's 
session was called, the budget of bust- 
ness proved so great, and so many 
pressing demands came before the 
hoard that it decided to hold over all 
license applications, both new and re- 
newals, until next week. 

It now appears that this business 
cannot be taken up until next Tues- 
day's session, and there will be. there- 
fore, one whole day between the time 
of the expiration of county license 
and the issuance of the renewals. 8 
According to the letter of the law, 
every one of these places will be op- 
erating Iliezally, and could be subject 
to raid, the same as any “blind pig” 
or “joint.” There is no probability, 
however, that these liqur sellers wil} 
be in any way discommoued by this 
one-day lapse, and on Tuesday tt is 
probable the most of the applications 
for renewal wl be granted, except in 
precincts where the last general elec-

Before any of this land which has

NO STANDARD POLICY. 


Governor Fails to Sign Bill Providing 
Hard and Fast Form for Fire 
Insurance Companies. 


Official advices were received in Los 
Argeles yesterday that Gov. Gillett had 
given a pocket veto to the bill pro- 
viding for a standard form of fire in- 
surance policy for California. It was 
reported at first that he had signed 
the bill. This report proved to be in- 
correét. There will be no standard form 
of policy, for two years, at least. 

Local insurance people generally are 
pleased that the bill has met this fate. 
although some of them say they would 
have preferred to see the bill become 
a law. In that event they say that 
many of the companies now operat- 
ing in this State would have with- 
drawn from the field. Then, it is as- 
serted the insurers would realize what 
it means to hedge the companies about 
with restrictions that they do not Uke.

MILITARY DISCIPLINE WILL 


AREFUL official control, such as 
can be exercised effectively only by 
the Federal government, over both 
corporation and employésa, tending to 
the strictest form of military discipline, 
to make engineers and trainmen much 
more fully realize their responsibility 
than they do at present, together with 
changes in the system of rules and 
train operation, is the 1 to be 
learned from the terrible accident of 
Saturday night and the long list of 
similar ones that make our much- 


ible in the eyes of the foreig:: world. 

There is a prevalent idea in regard 
to railroading that all rules cannot be 
obeyed, and were never intended to be.

They are almost, if not 
entirely, without exception, the very 
best paid workmen in the world, their 
wages being much greater than those 
of men in similar employment in other 
countries where such criminal care- 
lessness is almost unknown, and pas- 
sengers ride in safety. Accidents, 
mqreover, appear to happen generally 
with engineers who have been out on 
the road but a few hours, often only

DUTIES NEED CHANGING. 

Both engineer and conductor of the 
Overland Limited have been arrested 
for Saturday's night’s disaster. The- 
oretically, the conductor is the cap- 
tain or superintendent of the train and 
all are under his orders. He has copies 
of the orders and is responsible jointly 
with the engineer for their execution. 
He should have noticed that the train 
had run by the tower where it was to 
meet the incoming train, and called 
the engineer's attention by the bell- 


cord. 
Now the question arises, where was 


the conductor and what was he doing 


when his train ered upon the fatal 
bridge, It is not unlikely he was busy 
taking up tickets. If so, it Is easy to 
understand why he did not notice the 
engineer’s mistake until too late. And 
this raises the question, why not sep- 
arate the duties of train operation 
from those of ticket collecting, as is 
cone on European railroads. 

Would it not, we may ask rallroad 
managers, give more safety. if when 
telegraphic orders are received from an 
operator, read over by engineer, con- 
ductor, fireman and brakeman, verified 


constantly before the eyes of the en- 
gineer and refresh his memory? 

Would it not also aid in safeguarding 
trains, if. instead of having to collect 
tickets and come into constant contact 
with passengers, the conductor or other 
person in command of the train, gave 
his entire attention to this duty? How 
would it do to have a separate com- 
partment or caboose set aside exclu- 
sively for him and bulit so as to faciti- 
tate his keeping a close lookout for 
landmarks and noting the location of 
the train? Copies of the dispatcher’s 
orders could be posted in front of him 
as a constant reminder. 
road with important landmarks shown 
plainly, dangerous curves and other 
places where speed is to be reduced 
marked, could be before him. Air 
brakes could be placed here At his hand 
as with the guards on Enelish rail- 
roads and the bell cord would give him 
communication with the engineer 
whose attention he would call to any 
excessive speed or passing of 
meeting potnt. 

With the long single tracks in this 
country and the orders to be remem- 
bered it would seem as though some 
such change would be very advantage- 
ous. At present everything m prac- 
tlee depends upon the engineer. By 
this change the man whose primary 
duty should be the safe conduct of the 
train would be relleved from distract- 
ine duties and allowed to give his time 
exclusively to aiding the engineers 
work and supplementing his vigilance. 
His chances of noting a signal the 
engineer had missed would be greatly 
increased, as well as of noticing a too 
fast approach to station or bad curves.

BEGINS WHARF EXTENSION. 


Southern Pacific Starts the Work at 
San Pedro—Body of Sailor 
Recovered. 


SAN PEDRO, March 26.—The Souta- 
ern Pacific this morning commenced 
work upon the long-delayed extension 
of its wharfage in the inner harbor. 
A large piledriver was placed at work 
at the foot of the present wharf. Pil- 
ing will be driven from that point to 
the inner-row jetty work along the 
west side of the bay, and in front of 
Timms's Point. 

About 1500 feet of new wharfage will 
be constructed, which, waen completed, 
will add greatly to the facilities for 
handling lymber and other oes at 
this port, and relieve the uently 
congested condition of the inner har- 
bor.
